On some Sun- 
days 20 would gather in her parlors and some- 
times there would pve 100; but always they 
grouped themselves in little cliques and sniffed 
pervously at elements with which they would 
not mix. 

Mrs. D. R. Francis might be the leader and 
order Sotiety if she thought it worth her while. 
She does not shine by reflected light; it is not 
her husband’s size in the local mind that gives 
her social prominence. Mrs. PD. R. is a distinct 
personality.

Mrs. George A. Castieman might lead Society 
if she would. She is a dominating personality, 
a big, big-heatred, hospitable hostess, ever deter- 
mined that her guesis shall have a good time, 
but also determined that the pleasure shall be 
echieved in her own way. She is frank to the 
point of eccentricity. They tell delicious stories 
of her blunt speeches. When asked to help estab- 
lish the Woman’s Club she declined positively. 

“But we need it so,” the ladies pleaded. 

“Humph,” said Mrs. Castleman, “St. Louis 
needs a Woman’s Club as much as a cat needs 
two tails.” 

The F. D. Hirschbergs entertain very sedately. 
Chey are very correct, very much restrained and 
exclusive. 

There you see what St. Louis Society is like. 
These are the possible leaders who entertain at 
long intervals. In the East the high-born have a 
dinner every week; houses have days and guests 
are invited in comfortable number to elaborate 
dinners which would not be omitted for any 
other reason than a conflagration. St. Louis So- 
ciety matrons do not follow this custom at all. 

The Dexter Tiffanys, the Dan Catlin’s, the W. 
H. Lees and others give quiet little dinners; the 
young folk dance decorously at the few hops, and 
there are the two great Imperial Club balls. 

The Imperial Club’s list of invitations is the 
annual Who’s Who of St. Louis Society. The 
Masons and the Veiled Prophets are not as secret 
as the Imperial Club. You cannot attend the two 
balls unless you have received a notice that you 
are on the club’s list for the year. You cannot 
ask for an invitation because no one outside this 
most secret organization knows whom to ask. An 
invited gentleman cannot take any lady he chooses, 
for the club invites the ladies as.avell as the gen- 
tlemen. 

The invitation to become a member expressly 
states that vou may become a member only for 
the current year, and you will please send your 
acceptance to—this year—Harry Potter. Next 
year Mr. Potter will tell you he doesn’t know 
auvthing about the club. Another man will have 
been named iff his stead. 

It is all very mysterious, ideal and uninteresting 
—save to those who have never been inyited. 
The West End is full of folk who cannot achieve 
the Imperial Club and will not if they strive till 
judgment day. They have wealth and some so- 
cial position, but the organization back of Hugh 
McKittrick has not stamped -their backs. They 
dc not belong. 

Shed no tears, my friends. The Veiled Prophet 
loves you, and there is more joy on the Merchants’ 
Exchange floor in one night than in a year at the 
south end of Highball Alley. However, the Veiled 
Prophet is not “‘smart” and we are talking of the 
real thing. 

Society has few men who entertain successfully. 
The leader of the exceptions is Louis Werner. He 
crossed Mill Creek Valley many years ago, and, 
having both wealth and social grace of a slightly 
foreign sort, he has achieved a firm footing. When 
he gives a dinner at the Buckingham Club his 
guest list would make one famillar with the 
sets in society wonder at his temerity. He in- 
vites his guests from all sets and the marvel is 
they do not.clash nor look askance at each other. 

Henry T. Kent, an inveterate dinner guest, en- 
tertains beautifully. ‘Robert 8S. Brookings gives 
little dinners to six or eight guests that are very 
pieasant. Few men have more knowledge of 
this difficult branch of entertaining than Harry 
Hayward. Will Chauvenct, Lionel Chambers and 
a very few others complete the list of men who 
dispense food for our amusement.

We dance so little that there is but one dancing 
master of the first rank in St. Louis, and he is not

Nine years later he 
examined the same books and found that not 
one of them had been ovened in all that time.

It is unnecessary to say that the people at 
large have not acquired a very favorable impres- 
sion of either of these gentlemen. 

To juggle railway property by means of diluted 
stock and bond issues, to buy up cheap branches 
and links and unload them at high prices upon 
parent systems or to engage in any of the other 
profitable eccentricities of high finance hardly 
measures up to the popular idea of practical 
railroading. 

Nor can it be said that rate cutting and rebat- 
ing come any nearer the accepted idea of things. 
In merchandising it is not every one who can sell 
foods at the fixed valuation, but anybody can 


cut the price. In fact, an unsuccessful salesman 


is always quarreling with his price list. 

If anybody can cut a price, so can anbody grant 
a rebate. The order of intelligence required to 
do either of these things is small,-and yet men 
have been employed by many of the great rail- 
roads at magnificent salaries who were expected 
t» do nothing else. 

While these richly paid officers have been carry- 
ing matters with a high hand in their chosen 
fields, it is not strange that a good many of the 
practicalities of railroading have been subordi- 
nated or lost sight of wholly. Extravagance, 
waste and apparently successful gambling always 
attract more attention than methods that are 
painstaking and legitimate. 


Just now there is evidence in various places 


the man of character, the man who inspires 
confidence, is in demand once more in the 
railway world. There are loans to renew, 
there are questions of labor to consider, 
there are problems of operation which must 
be solved and there are economies in many 
directions which must be made effective. 


With railway credit seriously impaired, the 
gentlemen of the cut rates and the rebates are 
rot so conspicuously in the limelight as they 


were, It is their sins which better men must 


answer for. It is the waste, the loss of confidence, 


the enormous burdens assumed and the wholesale 
demoralization high and low brought about by 
them which men of judgment and character must 
now attempt to cure. 


Much of the financial and industrial depression 
Visible at this time is traceable to the severe 
shock which the railroads have sustained. The 
extensive prostration of that interest may be 
truthfully attributed in great part to the follies 
of the men whom it has had at the front of 
late. They have antagonized public sentiment; 
they have violated law, and in many cases they 
have been as unmindful of business prudence as a 
drunken sailor. 


In the fact that many of the railroads, in- 
cluding some of the greatest and best, are at 
this moment under the necessity of seeking 
assistance from the bankers of the country 
lies the best hope of reformation. They will 
have to get down to business in that presence. 
If their men of genuine resource and of good 
principles are not hopelessly suppressed, now 
is the time for them to appear. There never 
was greater need of them.

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NOTORIOUS GOOD MEN. 

A bad man of Hannibal, whose pride had been 
his notorious defiance of society as an outlaw sa- 
lcon keeper and gambler, upon his conversion at a 
current revival in that place, has made a public 
bonfire of his gaming devices and: paraphernalia, 
and joined the church with some precipitation and 
much ado. There we trust he will remain, a pow- 
er for good and a conspicuous example of saving 
grace. 


While applauding the régult, it will not be un- 
becoming to notice that nearly always when a 
notorious bad man gets good he must needs get 
notoriously good. The simple philosophy of this is 
that he has to for the sake of proper identification. 
Without an open surrender of arms one who has 
been outside the law might still be suspected as an 
enemy, though the humble repentance which at- 
tracts no notice may wholly suffice for spiritual 
reformation. 


Such notorious good men. have sometimes served 
a great purpose in the world, as the converted Saul 
served his; yet it is to be noted that the example 
of Saul has been and is frequently perverted, 
at the cost of good; and relevant to this the point 
merits emphasis that a criminal career is not a 
necessary prerequisite to good preaching or suc- 
cessful evangelism. If this were true, Harry Or- 
chard, who professes religion and evinces a dis- 
position to preach, would be the most eminently 
qualified among all the ministry of these times. It 
does not follow that every erstwhile bad man is 
called spectacularly to instruct his fellows in 
the good he has so lately acquired; or that mur- 
derers, highway robbers or even gamblers would 
make better preachers than other men.

It is probable that a true history of the Pontiac 
institution and its inmates would show that the 
danger of contamination was principally on the 
other side. Many of the most desperate criminals 
that [linois has produced have graduated from 
Pontiac. 

We get a faint idea of the progress that reform 
i: making in this reformatory from the fact that 
when a number of the guards left their posts 
the other day to testify before a legislative com- 
mittee the prisoners thought the time was oppor- 
tune for an uprising, and there ensued a free 
fight with the remaining guards, in which many 
were seriously injured. 

How to deal with young criminals is a problem 
iudeed, but the Pontiac inatitution has been for 
many years a standing proof that coddling them 
is of no avail. 
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LIEUT.-GOV. SHERMAN’S MARRIAGE. 

It is only a few weeks ago that Lieutenant- 
Governor Sherman of Illinois was assailed in the 
Senate of that State as a man who knew not the 
Icve of woman, the inference being that he was a 
hardened wretch whom it was not safe for the 
people to have around. 

Now, Mr. Sherman, in his forty-ninth year, 
appears as a smiling bridegroom, to the immense 
surprise of everybody who has known him, and 
in political circles astonishment is followed by 
mystification over the statement that he is to 
abandon politics forever. 

There are many politicians in Illinois who, 
staggered by the matrimonial news, will collapse 
with joy over the report that Mr. Sherman Is to 
retire to private life. As the honeymoon is to 
last for several months, however, the benedict 
may have different ideas concerning a public 
career when he returns from the islands of the 
sea.

Sherman might easily become more of a terror in 
Republican circles than he ever was in the 
days of his celibacy. 
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THE PITCHER MAY SPIT ON THE BALL. 

The whole American people must rejoice that 
certain basic institutions of this country remain 
proof against even the despotic aims and tenden- 
cies of league magnates. 

While the constitutionality of this year’s league 
rules is questionable in many respects, yet 
it cannot fail to be noted with pride and sat- 
isfaction that even those who would legislate away 
our rights halt before the essentials of freedom 
involved in some of the more important features 
of the national and constitutional game. 

Certain great truths we hold to be self-evi- 
dent, and one of the chief among these which 
is exalted to a principle is that the pitcher may 
spit on the ball. 7 

Encroachments of arbitrary power have gone 
os far as they dared this year in decreeing that 
the pitcher ehall not rub the ball on the grass 
te stain, darken or deface it.

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to remove the reason or excuse of necessity un- 
derlying the practice of spitting on the ball, the 
rractice defies dircct legislation.

Lyon a reascn or a necessity, and the only philos- 
ophy explaining it is that it is performed for its 
own sake. Yet it is the last thing either the 
pitcher or the patrons would sacrifice. It gives 
a style ard fashion to the proceedings which 
nothing else could, and it is the first thing by 
which @ small boy’s ambitions for the diamond 
become known. Destroy all other features of 
baseball and spitting on the ball, without which 
it could never be recognized, remains the dis- 
tinctive one. It is a matter of pride eloquently 
troclaiming the whole character, genuineness, 
earnestness, zeal and unction of baseball. Last- 
!y it is the supreme honor which only the pitch- 
er may erjoy withour protest or dispute, as in- 
dicating who is the real hero and central figure 
of the sport. 

This inallenable privilege of the pitcher that 
has so nobly withstood the ravages of time and 
umpires is one of those deeper Americanisms 
100ted in the customs and manners of the fore- 
fathers which may be depended upon to survive 
cs long as America, with its glories and tradi- 
tions, its spirit and its patriotism, shall endure: 
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JOCK AND ANDY ON THE LINKS.

BERLIN, March 14.—Emperor William's fondest am- 


ition is to be made at least a colonel of a regiment 


in the American Army or an honorary admiral in the 
United States Navy-—or both. 

He is a Field Marshal in the Austrian and British 
armies, a Captain-General in the Army of Spain, 
the chief of three Russian regiments, tncludift the 


‘Imperial Body Guards; a Colonel of a Portuguese reg- 


iment of cavalry, an Honorary Admiral of the fleet in 


the British, Russian and Greek navies, and an Hon- 
orary Admiral in the navies of Sweden, Norway and 


Denmark. 

More than once he has told the American military 
attaches here that he considers the American uniform 
the happiest combination of the picturesque and the 
practioal he knows of. And he knows all about it, 
for he has made the uniforms of al) countries a study. 

No Buropean ruler, probably no man on earth, has 
so extensive a wardrobe as the German Emperor, and 
the great bulk of his clothes are military uniforms. 
He is seldom seen in high hat and frock coat. Some 
of his intimate friends have never seen him in civilian 
dress. 

In preference to all other uniforms he wears that 
of the First Regiment of the Foot Guards, especially 
at solemn parades and his birthday festivities. In sum- 
mer he often wears the handsome uniform of the 
Body Hussars and the Danzig Regiment because of 
the light white trousers. During the army maneuvers 
and other field services he dons the uniforns of the 
Breslau cuirassiers and the Posen Cavalry Jagers 
with their green coats and steel helmets, and on his 
frequent visits to Hanover the uniform of the Roya! 
Thians. When he visits seaside towns or attends 
lauriches of battleships he puts a naval uniform. 


Pays Strictest AttenTion to Attire. 

Few men pay so much attention to their appearance 
as Emperor William. One would have thought that 
he is above the vanities of the fop, but as a matter 
of fact he pays the strictest attention to every detail 
of his personal appearance, and his valets have a bad 
time should anything go wrong with his clothes. His 
average number of changes a day is ten. . 

A moderate computation places the value of his 


uniforms for use in Germany at half a million dollars. 


The number of persons looking after his clothes is 12, 
and this of course only includes the clerks of the 
imperial clothes closets and the cleaners. The tailors 
number probably a score and have a suit of rooms to 
themselves.

Arbitrary Decision Too Daagerous. 

What of the other method, the seating 
of only anti-Taft delegates from the 
Southern States?

It would be im- 
possibie, they believe, to elect a candi- 
date selected by such means. Republi- 
can politicians say the party would 
never attempt so dangerous an experi- 
ment as the nomination of a presiden- 
tial candidate by seating a sufficiently 
large number of contesting delegates, 
even if thefe was much to be said in 
favor of the contestants. 

In other words, the choice of the con- 
vention, they believe, should be the 
choice of delegates from the Northern 
States, where there will be practically 
no contests.

As the galloping horses went clatter- 
ing over the granitoid pavement of the 
station’s great promenade there was 4 
wild rush of men, women and children 
to get out of the way. The firemen 
and ‘the apparatus blocked the Twen- 
tieth street entrance and in order to es- 
cape through the Eighteenth street en- 
trance hundreds had to scramble up a 
long flight of stone steps. 

Many sought refuge on the stairways 
in the center of the Midway or fought 
to get ipto the main waiting room on 
the ground floor.

TO BEAT MERI 
MAN AT POLLS 


If You Want to Be Elected in 
Upper Alton, Consult 
the V. I. A. 





Upper Alton women, through the me- 
dium of a village 1mprovement associa- 
tion which they have formed, intend to 
exercise a controlling influence in the 
next election. 

The Upper Alton Village Improvement 
Association originated in the Woman's 
Club of that place several months ago. 
Mrs. John Leverett proposed the asso- 
clation and outlined her plans for a 
“City Beautiful.” But objections were 
raised to the project on the ground that 
the city officials had never been willing 
to give their aid. 

“What can we poor women do?” one 
of the members complained. ‘‘We can 
have meetings and plan till doomsday, 
but what can we do if the town board 
won't help us” 

“Well,”’ said Mrs. Teverett, “if our 
Organization is powerful enough, the 
men who are elected to the board will 
be those who are pledged to help us.”’ 

Later the clubwomen conceived the 
plan of obtaining a majority of the 
voters of the village as members of the 
V. J. A., and of having them pledged 
to further the interests of the associa- 
tion at the elections. 


Women Control the Club. 

The women are now in the majority 
in the Village Improvement Association, 
and the men of the association consti- 
tute a majority of the voters.

WOMEN FORCE 


ELECTION FOR 
LUCAL OPTION 


—_————o—_—_———— 


Centerville (Ill.) White Rib- 
bon Wearers Work at Polls 
Against Saloon. 


They had a local option election in 
centerville Station Township, on the 
outskirts of East St. Louis, yesterday, 
ahead of time. It was down on the bills 
as a drainage election, but local op- 
tion was injected into it. East St. Louis 
society women turned out and worked 
like old campaigners, There was a 
sweeping victory for local option. 

Fred B. Harding and Joseph Cookson 
were the candidates for Drainage Com- 
missioner. Lake drainage was the only 
issue up to two days ago. Then Cook- 
son put out some circulars. He an- 
nounced that he was in favor of drain- 
age, but against local option. That 
started it. 

Women Get Votes, 

As a large part of East St. Louis is in 
the township, in which a real local op- 
tion election is to be held ‘April 7, so- 
ciety women took up the challenge. For 
two days they did nothing but hustle 
for votes. 

The polling place was at Fireworks 
Station, at the end of the Denverside 
line. The polls were open from 2 to 6. 
The women chartered special cars and 
kept them going back and forth. While 
part of teh workers were scouting for 
votes in town the rest were taking care 
of things at the polls. Armed with white 
ribbons and Harding ballotg they sur- 
rounded every voter they sighted and 
usually got his promise to vote for 
Harding before they let him go. 

They did not forget to vote themselves, 
all of them who owned property, which 
was the only qualification required. 

Line Two Blocks Long. 

The intensity of the interest was 
shown by 147 ballots being cast in the 
first 22 minutes and 501 votes in the first 
hour and five minutes. At times there 
was a line of voters two blocks long, 
in which were as many women as men. 

When the poll closed it was found 
that 1183 votes had been cast. It was 
estimated that 400 of these were cast 
by women. The score stood 773 for 
Harding and 410 for Cookson. 

A string of unlicensed saloons along 
Pittsburg Lake near East St. Louis 
constitute the main provocation for 
the local option election to be held 
April 7. Cookson is the proprietor of 
one of the saloons out there. 


Women Invade Saloon. 

An objection to the placing of local 
uption on the ballot has been filed by the 
brewers with Dan Koenigstein, the 
Township Clerk. 

Flushed with their victory yesterday 
a delegation of men and women headed 
by Prof. D. Walter Potts, invaded Koe- 
nigstein’s saloon and demanded that he 
let them see the objection. He was 
very busy and refused to show the ob- 
jection. 

Another demand is to be made on him 
Monday. Mandamus proceedings will 
be instituted if he shows a disinclina- 
tion to put local option on the ballot. 





Two Towns Dry—One Wet.

WASHINGTON, March 14.—Gov. Folk 
and Senator Stone may thank the re- 
cent panic and other Republican mis- 
fortunes and mistakes for the fact that 
they have not Champ Clark as a com- 
petitor in the senatorial fight. 

Strong pressure from Missouri has 
been brought to bear upon Mr. Clark 
to get him into the race, but the hope 


of being Speaker of the next House of 

Representatives stirred by the Repub- 
lican misfortunes, has up to the present 
kept him out of the struggle at home. 

Mr. Clark, when his attention was 
called to the mention of his name as 
a senatorial candidate, today refused 
to make any statement regarding it. 

If the next House is Democratic, it 
is practically certain that he will be 
the Speaker and that is a bigger plum 
than the senatorship. Even should he 
not be Speaker, the chairmanship of 
the Ways and Means Committee in a 
Democratic House would go to him 
as the senior Democrat on that com- 
mittee, and with tariff legislation cer- 
tain, this would open the way to the 
presidential nomination as it did for 
Mr. McKinley. 

Would Have Beaten Folk. 
Clark’s friends are divided as to 
the speakership or the Ways 
and Means chairmanship is the more 
desirable place. Some of them argue 
that speakers have not had success in 
presidential campaigns, whereas tariff 
makers nave, 

At any rate, the Democratic feeling 
that they will have the next House is 
keeping Mr. Clark out of the race 
with Stone and Fblk. 

Missouri congressmen say Gov. Folk 
has more to be thankful for than Sen- 
ator Stone. Mr. Clark, they argue, 
would draw more from Folk than from 
Stone. Before the campaign opened the 
Governor's friends told the Clark men 
that it would never do for both of them 
to run. 

The views of congressmen on the 
Stone-Folk fight are various. Every 
member who has been home since Con- 
gress convened has been besieged with 
inquiries about the struggle by his col- 
lagues here. , 

Close Between Stone and Folk. 

The prevailing opinion is that ‘‘it is 
anybody's victory.’ If bets were being 
made it would be even money. Sena- 
tor Stone, in the’ belief of most of the 
members, is stronger than in his first 
Senatorial race, and has a thorough or- 
ganization in every county in the State. 

Gov. Folk, it is believed here, has lost 
strength since he became Governor. His 
attitude toward the political leaders has 
alienated many of them, and the oppo- 
sition of many country newspaper for- 
merly favorable is pointed to. 

His position in the gubernatorial fight 
has also hurt him. Many Folk men are 
for Cowherd for Governor, and are dis- 
appointed in the failure of the admin- 
istration to support the ex-Congress- 
man. 

“But we must remember how much 
Folk could lose from his following in 
1904 and still win.”’ said a member who 
recently returned from the State. “J 
found a lot of people out there for 
him who, I thought, would be for 
Stone. We hear particularly about the 
politicians and the newspapers that 
have quit him, but really they are only 
a few and they won't have much ef- 
fect in a primary election.’’ 

Another Congressman who 
close touch with the State situation 
is very sure that Senator Stone wil] 
get a second term. He believes that 
the cities will go for the Governor, 
but that the Senator will carry the 
country districts.

Worse Than Columbia. 
The Bryan Hill School at 2001 John 


avenue and the Attucks School (negro) 
at Eighth and Barry streets, were de- 
clared by the Factory Inspector to be 
even worse fire traps than the Colum- 
bla at Garrison and St. Louis avenues. 

The Factory Inspector decided to re- 
inspect the schools to make doubly 
suro that his first impression had been 
correct, and for the further reason 
that William B. Ittner, Commissioner 
of. Public Schools, after visiting the 
Cclumbia School, made a public state- 
ment that the school was safe and that 
the stairways were of concrete. 

The two main stairways in the Co- 
lumbia School are entirely of wood con- 
Siruction and there is not an ounce 
of concrete in fhem. These are twin 
stairways near the center of the build- 
ing, with a 12-foot hallway between 
the newell posts. Under the stairway 
leading from the first to the. second 
ficors are closets walled in with light 
pine boards, and containing such in- 
flammable material as feather dusters. 
brushes, cloths, and instruments used 
in the domestic science department of 
the school. The end of the boiler is 
just 12 feet from the base af the wooden 
sieps leading from the basement to the 
first floor, which is a part of the main 
siairways. 


Stairways Infammable. 
The stairways are built in what might 


be called the same shaft, and smoke 
or flame, breaking through one, would 
render both useless.

The attic constructed entirely of 
pine materials, and if fire ever gained 
headway there it would be almost im- 
possible to prevent the complete de- 
struction of the building. 

Ittner’s Statement Contradictced. 

“T repeat,”’ said Inspector Sikes, ‘‘that 
the Columbia School is a firetrap. If 
Mr. Ittner says the stairways are of 
concrete, then he certainly does _ not 
know the difference between wood and 
concrete. The boiler room is so nearly 
under the stairways as to be a coystant 
peril to the lives of the children. 

“Bad as the Columbia School is, it is 
comparatively safe as compared with 
the Bryan Hill School. This school is 
absolutely the limit. It ought to be 
closed at once, and it will be if it is in 
my power to do it.’”’ 

The main stairway in the Bryan Hill 
School is built directly above the fur- 
nace. The only stairway leading to the 
third floor is a continuation of the main 
stairway. There are four rooms on 
the third floor attended by 169 pupils— 
the exact number that lost their lives 
in the Collinwood disaster. While the 
stairway leading to the third floor is of 
slow combustion construction, yet the 
stairway from the first to the second 
floor is made of highly inflammable ma- 
terial, and if a fire once broke out in 
the furnace room it would rush up the 
flue-like inclosure and cut off the third 
floor pupils from escape. There is a 
closet, constructed of pine material and 
containing stuff that will readily burn 
under this stairway. 

“I cannot conceive how a building 
could be in a more dangerous condi- 
tion,’’ said Mr. Sikes. “I am not only 
surprised that the Board of Education 
would permit such a building to exist, 
but I am also surprised that the resi- 
dents of the district would stand for it. 
I understand that they have petitioned 
for a new school. They certainly ought 
to have it.’’ 

The Attucks School for negro chil- 
dren at Eighth and Barry streets is a 
three-story building, with four recita 
tion rooms on each ‘floor, except the 
first, which has three. There is but 
one stairway in this school. There are 
three furnaces in the basemeut, one 
being immediately under the stairway, 
which is entirely of wood. Ashes are 
piled up in the basemeut, as well aa 
kindling wood and

Six Bills Will Die April 3 Be- 
cause Delegates Oppose 
Commission. 


BATES BACKS COUNCIL 


Legislation Must Follow Inves- 
tigation by Experts, Says 
Counselor.

In the eight “months which have 
passed since the Cooper Act became a 
law the Municipal Assembly has madi: 
no serious attempt to give St. Louis the 
regulative power whieh the statute 
grants the city over its various public 
utilities. 

Six bills—three in each branch of the 
Assembly—will die with the present ses- 
sion, April 3. They Will have to be re- 
introduced to take again the _ short 
course through which they have thug 
far progressed. 

The House of Delegates, by /its obtuse 
insistence on the right to name wholly 
or in part a commission that will in 
vestigate the subject of public utilities, 
has been the barrier on the road to 
regulation. Precedent gives the Mayor 
alone that right, conditioned on tlhe 
City Council's confirmation of his ap- 
pointments. . 

Hussey Blocks Scheme. 

Delegate Frank Hussey, chairman of 
a conference committee named by the 
House of Delegates to work with Coun- 
cilmen in framing an ordinance author 
izing the commission, doggedly refused 
to accede to any plan which permitted 
the Mayor to constitute a commission. 
Hussey’s scheme was to create a com 
mission with members of the Assembl): 
as its members, or to leave to the 
House and Council the selection of a 
board of experts. 

Councilman Crunden declined to agree 
to any such move and the conferences 
ended without having accomplished any- 
thing but a wider breach between the 
conferees than existed on the first day 
of their deliberations. 

No member of the Council, with the 
exception of Mr. Fitzsimmons, believes 
that any legislation on the subject of 
public utilities is possible in the face 
of the bitter feeling that the combine

Empress of Russia, who is now visit- 
ing her sister, Queen Alexandra, is be- 
ing closely guarded by the largest force 
of police that ever watched over a royal 
Visitor to England. Special precautions 
ire being taken because of the recrudes- 
ence of anarchy on the Continent and 
the recent arrival here of many danger- 
ous anarchists. 

Scotland Yard has viewed the visit of 
the Dowager Empress with genuine ap- 
prehension.

BERLIN LIBRARIANS ARE 
BAKING THE BACILLI OUT ~. 
OF EVERY BOOK RETURNED | 





umes Were Circulating Medi- ~* 
ums for Diseases. 

BERLIN. March 14.—Learned hacte. 
riologists have convinced librarians in 
Berlin and other big cities that a book 
lent out by a public library is a pro- 
lific nursery of disease germs and a 
dangerous means of dissemin; iting them 
widely. This is the more credible when 
one remembers that about ninety out 
of every 100 readers moisten their fin- 
gers before turning the ieaf in a book 
they are reading. 

The librarians have taken to disin- 
fecting their books so that one need 
not absorb typhoid fever with a novel, 
nor drink in diphtheria with an excit: 
ing romance. 

The process employed is very simple 
and does not injure the books. A large 
tin oven is heated to 2 degrees Fah- 
renhelt. The volumes to be disinfect- 
ed are kept in the oven three’ hours. 
Each volume is under a welght suffi- 
clent to prevent the binding from curl- 
ing or getting out of shape. The hot 
bath kills the bacilli.

WASHINGTON, March 14. — From 
Oklahoma comes the champion freak 
financial plan of this session of Con- 
gress. The following are its star fea- 

tures: 

A national bank in every town of not 
less than two hundred citizens and as 
many in larger cities as are necessary 
to transact business. 

Election of the bank officials by the 
people to serve the same terms as the 
President of the United States. Officers 
of county banks shall be elected by the 
counties, those of State banks by the 
states and of the national banks by the 
nation. 

There shall be a “grand central na- 
tional bank in Washington and a cen- 
tra! State bank in each State capital. 
The county and city banks shall report 
to the State banks and the State banks 
to the central national bank. 

“Dollar Oil Can of Nation.” 


Rules for the banks and salaries of the 
officers shall be fixed by Congress. 

The Government shall print and issue 
currency redeemable, not in metal coin, 
but in the products of the land. All 
debts shall be payable in this. 

Currency shall be sent by the natidnal 
banks to the State banks on requisition 
by the governors. 

The currency shall be loaned to the 
people at interest, not to exceed 5 per 
cent.

OF NATION” 
OKLAKOMA PLAN

Representative Fulton Presents 
Bill With Features Calcu- 
lated to Attract. 





By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, March 14. — From 
Oklahoma comes the champion freak 
financial plan of this session of Con- 
gress. The following are its star fea- 
tures: 

A national bank in every town of not 
less than two hundred citizens and as 
many in larger cities as are necessary 
to transact business. 

Election of the bank officials by the 
people to serve the same terms as the 
President of the United States. Officers 
of county banks shall be elected by the 
counties, those of State banks by the 
states and of the national banks by the 
nation. 

There shail be a “grand central na- 
tional bank in Washington and a cen- 
trai State bank in each State capital. 
The county and city banks shall report 
to the State banks and the State banks 
to the central national bank. 

“Dollar Oil Can of Nation.” 


Rules for the banks and salaries of the 
officers shall be fixed by Congress. 

The Government shall print and issue 
currency redeemable, not in metal coin, 
but in the products of the land. All 
debts shall be payable in this. 

Currency shall be sent by the natidnal 
banks to the State banks on requisition 
by the governors. 

The currency shall be loaned to the 
people at interest, not to exceed 5 per 
cent. “The dollar of this currency shal! 
be considered the oil can of the nation, 
to fertilize and move all the industrial 
interests of the Republic,’’ says the bill. 

Bill Presented “By Request.” 

The Government shall coin both gold 
and silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, “that 
we may not be afflicted any more with 
16 banks to $1.’’ 

The Government shall manufacture its 
own paper and print its own currency 
so as not to be dependent on any cor- 
poration or person to furnish the sub- 
stance of its currency 

The profits of the banks shall be dis- 
tributed one-third to the county treas- 
uries, one-third to the states and one- 
third to the National Treasury. 

The Government shall cease to Issue 
bonds, but pay its debts in currency of 
of the general national bank. 

Representative Fulton of Oklahoma 
introduced the bill, but denies author- 
ship, saying he presented it ‘“‘by re- 
quest.”

Postmaster-General Holds Bill 
Would Not Hurt Small 
‘Merchants. 





NEW YORK, March 14.—Postmaster- 
General George Von L. Meyer was the 
guest of honor at the annual dinner 
of the New York State Association of 
Postmasters at the Hotel Astor, and 
made an address in which he told of 
cohtemplated improvements in the local 
postal service, and advocated strongly 
the passage by Congress of a parcels 
post and postal savings bank law. 

“The parcels post measure has met 
with opposition from certain interests 
that it is not necessary to mention 
here,” he said, ‘“‘but I think that even 
those: interests would withdraw much 
of their opposition if they thoroughly 
understood the measure. I do not think 


that a parcels post would detract. from 
the express companies, for the people 
are too accustomed to having their 
packages delivered at their houses. Such 
a service would be of great. advantage 
to those persons who cannot be reached 
through express offices. 

“Tt can assure you that the establish- 
ment of such a branch of the postal 
service would not hurt the small coun- 
try merchant, as has been charged by 
opponents of the plan, for the bill has 
been so framed that it does not benefit 
the mail-order houses at the~ expense 
of the small. merchants.” 

Bank to Be Model. 

The Postmaster-General then turned 
atten to the postal savings bank 


scheme that he has advocated so strong- 
ly, saying that it would prove of great 
advantage to the person of small in- 
comes, and especially in times when 
the people lost their confidence in the 
ordinary banking institutions. The 
Postmaster-General said that it is pro- 
posed to model the postal savings banks 
on the system as it has existed in Can- 
ada so successfully for the last 39 vears.

DENVER, Colo., March 14.—Guiseppe 
Alia, the condemned assassin of Father 
francis Leon Heinrichs, today made a 
desperate attempt to escape from the 
County Jail. He assaulted a “trusty” 
with a razor blafle, which he had ob- 
tained apparently from a confederate, 
seriously cutting him the neck. He 
might have added a second murder to 
his Denver record if Deputy Warden 
Carpen had not rushéd to the “‘trusty’s”’ 
aid.

Insane, Says Ceousul.

“Tt was not in the least surprised 
when I heard this morning that Guisep-

‘“T have always regarded the prisoner 
as a dangerous man and even while I 
defended him I had no belief that he 
was insane. I have always regarded 
him as a desperate and sane man, who 
would not stop at anything.” 

Michaelo Brunett!, who is suspected of 
having left the razor in the cell, where 
it was found by Alia, was interviewed 
this afternoon and denied positively that 
he had done so or that had any 
knowledge as to how Alia obtained the 
weapon. Sheriff Alexander Nesbit and 
the police, however, are convinced by 
this incident that the murderer of the 
priest has accomplices of confederates 
who are determined to save his life, if 
possible, and that they belong to an 
organization. 

Consul Won't Appeal. 

Baron Gustave Testi, the Italian Con- 
sul, who believes Alia is insane, said: 

“J have no intention of appealing to 
the Italian Government or of trying to 
make this an international affair. § It 
purely a local matter. Alia is here, his 
deed was committed in this country, 
and he must. be dealt with under the 
laws of Colorado. I have formed no 
plan for attempting to obtain his re- 
lease, even though I am convinced he 
should be In an asylum. In fact, I do 
not Know how anything can be. done.”’

There are several reasons why this phenom- 
enon is rare in St. Louis. The first is that the 
climate is ‘too-damp. For lunar rainbows to be 
visible the lower air must be exceedingly dry 
and clear. Another reason is the almost con- 
stant breezes which blow across St. Louis. 

There aré:two kinds of lunar rainbows. The 
one which appeared the other night is called a 
“corona.” Thig same name is applied to the gray 
“ring around’ the moon,” which is not infre- 
quent, several of them appearing every year. 
It was the fact, however, that the corona rain- 
bow of the other night was broken up into col- 
ore that made the event remarkable. , Such sights 
are extremely rare.

the sky, but the explanation of the corona rain- 
bow is somewhat different. There the course of 
the rays is bent, the light at the same time be- 
ing dismembered into its elemental colors. 

The moonbeams, which are rays of the sun 
reflected from the moon, radiate toward the 
earth. They pass through mist, which is denser 
than the atmosphere above or below it, and are 
bent as light is bent in passing through water. 
This forms the ring around the moon. If con- 
ditions are just right for the full prismatic ef- 
fect of the raindrops or misty particles high up. 
then the colors of the spectrum are visible in 
— in the moon-ring. That is the corona rain- 

Ww. 

Very rarely a midday corona rainbow of the 
sun is seen. Father Charropin, astronomer of 
St. Louis University, tola a reporter for the 
Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine he had seen that 
pLenomenon once. It is identical with the lunar 
corona rainbow. , 

In his work entitled “Atmosphere” Camille 

mn, the astronomer, has this to say of 
lunar rainbows: 

“Seeing, then, that the rainbow is due to the 
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refraction and reflection of the solar rays upon 
little drops of water falling in the air, :t is easy 
to conceiye that moonlight may cause an anal- 
ogous appearance, though less intense; and this, 
indeed, is the case, though a lunar rainbow is not 
very common. I once remarked a lunar rainbow 
On a spring evening at Compeigne. 

“Many observers have remarked and described 
this nocturnal rainbow. I gather from the. writ- 
ings of Amerigo Vespucci (1501) that he had 
several . observed ‘the tris at night.’

Newton as to the unequal refrangibilfty of the 
rays of the solar spectrum.”

The ancient Hebrews 
regarded it as the “bow of God” placed fn the 
heavens after the deluge as a sign and symbol 
that the Almighty never again would devastate 


the earth by a flood, such as that from which 
Noah, bis family and the pairs of animals br 4 


called the rainbow a sign of the propitious pres. 
ence of the Goddess Iris in the near heavens 
There have been many other myths, supersti- 
tions and religious explanations of the rainbow. 

But now science has explained not only the 
familiar “bow in the east,” visible in the after- 
noon following a shower, but also the wonderfy] 
solar corona, lunar corona, lunar rainbow, mock 
sun and all the other beautiful and ofttimes 
weird phenomena of light as it*plays on the rain- 
drops, vapor and ice particles which float in the 
atmosphere. And we have come to understand 
that these beautiful sights are just as simple as 
the dance of ‘the colors in the spray of the lawn 
sprinkler or the glint of red, blue and yellow in 
rippling water, or the “rainbow” which: arches

Four of Russia's czars have been 
assassinated, the last being Alexan- 
der IT in 1881. Six times did as- 
scesins attempt this monuich’s life 
On one ocrasion he only escaped 
through the barrel of the assassin's 
pistol bursting, while in 1866, when 
the dining-hall of the Winter Palace 
was wrecked by an explosion pro- 
ceeding from the cellars benea’h, the 
Emperor owed his life to a breach 
of his usual punctuality, the com- 
pany not having sat down to dinner 
when the explosion too* place. 

His Majesty's ‘Guardian Angel,” 
however, was powerless against the 
Nibflist’s bombs of 1881. The Empe-

A few at a time, people are returning to St. 
Pierre The carpenter and the mason ave been 
at work. Telegraph and telephone lines have been 
strung a hotel built and a wharf constructed.

ers. The dead were left “to bury their dead.’ The 
living shunned the necropolis. Then, in an in- 
credibly short time, tropical vegetation began 
to appear in the gray desolatien.

St. Pierre was destroyed in two minutes and the world heard of it in a 
thrilling message from the steamer Roddam. 
There never was a question about rebuilding San Francisco, but until now St. 
Pierre was supposed to have been forever abandoned.

crrin. Fields of cane were planted and tilled. 
Fishermen cast their nets in the c'ue waters of 
‘he bay. The community in the beginning was 
of the pasto’al type. It is a year old now. 

At Fonds St. Denis c municipal government was 
es‘ablished Sept. 22. The population of the sub- 
u~b fs now nearly what it was before the great 
disaster—1100 souls. The fathers of St. Esprit 
have reconstructed their church at Morne Rouge, 
and church edifices have been rebuilt at Ajoupa- 
— Macouba, Basse Pointe and other sub- 
urbs. 


Police Force Organized. 


In the city proper even larger things have been 
undertaken A police force has been organized. 
Many large buildings have been reconstructed. 
Merchants have cleared away ‘the sites of their 
warehouses and are rebuilding them A wharf 
hes been constructed. It is expected that vessels 
soon will come and go reeularly. 

The upper part of St. Pierre, beck from the 
ocean, is covered with a heavy carpet of guiena 
grass. Today cattle browse where six years ago 
were the gardens, parks and mansions of the rich. 
As yet there has been no step taken toward re- 
making that portion of St. Pierre. In the upper 
valley of the River Blanche are ugly holes from 
which volcanic vapor and steam still issues. 

Even those whose hearts are most wrapped -up 
in St. Pierre's future, question its complete rebirth. 
They doubt the city’s ever becoming «"' ‘hat it 
used to be. the canter of commerce, culture and 
wealth of Martinique. ; 

The two other important ports—Fort de France 
and Trinite—now promise to held the m*‘or part 
of the island’s commerce, for they offer a better 
anchorage for vessels even than did St. Pierre ir 
the old days. But the latter city is a sort of hub 
‘or all the roads of Martinique. I* ix # natural 
distributing point, which advantag> w'l] enahle 
it to hold always, when rebuilt. a ce-tain com- 
mereial prestige, if not as great as tefo'e the cis- 
aster 

So, in spite of the present desolation. tn spite 
uf the awful ruin and tragedy of six yeers ago, in 
rpite of the fact that Pelee, the dostroyer. still 
iooms darkly on the horizon, the leaders of the 
St. Pierre rebuilding movement aré fall of bope. 
They expect to see, if not as bril'ian: a city os 
once was, yet a gay and beautiful ittle town. which 
with all its gaiety and tropic color, never will 


forget that it stands on a vas* tomb and that it 
u.arks the site of a catastrophe beyond ali descrip- 
tion 

In the days following the eruption of Mont 
Peiee there was serious discussion in France— 
Martinique being a French possession—of the ad- 
visability of evacuating the entire island. Many 
prominent men in France saic: “St. Pierre must 
never be rebuilt and Fort de Franc? must not 
be perinitted to grow any larger” Recent events 
in the way of construction wor’ a St. Pierre are, 
however, a remartable commentary. on the uni- 
versal horror of the volcanuw which seized the 
whc e world when the news of the great disaz'er 
wat flashed aproad. 

The destruction of St. Pierre was not the very 
greatest tragedy in his‘ory. but in many ways it 
was the most spectacular and the ynost awful. 
Certainly the suddenness of it and the complete- 
ness of the work of ruin never has been sur- 
passed. ‘ 

St. Pierre was a little Paris of the tropics. Its 
situation was exceedingly picturesque. The city 
skirted a lovely bay and in the distance, five miles 
away, stood the cone-shaped Pelee, nearly 5000 
feet in air St. Pierre had little to buast of archi- 
tecturally beyond the cathedral, and that was 
more quaint than artistic. It had a fine theater, 
in which, for three months every year, a subsi- 
dized opera company from Paris held forth. 


Population Spoke French. 

The po; ulation was largely negro or mulatto, 
but the wealth and property of the island were in 
the hands of the whites, who were cultivated and 
hospitable A splendid syster. of public schools 
was maintained, which was appreciated by the 
negro, among whom illiterary was infrequent. 
French wes the language spoken and the civiliza- 
tion of the island was in a state of high perfection. 
The social life was characterized by delightful 
gaiety and brilliance, which harmonized with the 
loveliness of St. Pierre and its surroundings. The 
population of the city was 35,000 

The whole isiand, and especially St. Pierre, was 
invested with a romantic charm that never failed 
to impress itself upon the visitor and to cause 
the city to be intensely beloved by the natives. 
This was enhanced by history end lezend. It 
was the home of Josephine, Empress of France, 
whose father owned a plantation there. It 
also was the scene of that immortal] romance, 
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“Paul and Virgipia.” 

Among the most admired beauties of the island 
was the great moutain, Pelee, supposed to be an 
extinct volcano. The natives were fond of this 
iuge hill. To them it was a father and protector. 
There were rich piantations on_its generous slopes 
and winding mountain roads of wonderful loveli- 
ness. More than half-way to the brim of the 
crater Pelce was carpeted with green. The moun- 
tain side was the favorite picnic ground of St. 
Pierre and children were taught to love the beau- 
tiful “guardian of the ‘sland.” Within the crater 
was a fairy lake of crystal, seemingly without 
bottom. Of the beauties of that mirror in the 
mountaintop the islanders were proud and tour- 
ists were enraptured by a sight of it. 

St. Piefre formerly was a favorite winter resort 
for many wealthy St. Louisans, all of whom were 
wont to wax eloquent over the beauties of the city 


and of Pelee, the sentinel mountain. William A. 


Garesche, a prominent St. Louis attorney, was 
United States Consul at St. Pierre for five years. 

(n a book he has written on the destruction o1 
St. Pierre Mr. Garesche says the volcano was pop- 
ularly supposed to be extinct. There had been an 
eruption in 1851 which caused loss of life and 
property. That was believed to have been the final 
gasp of the monster. No thought of danger ever 
entered the minds of the islanders. 


Last of the Old Town. 


But in che latter part of April, 1902, ominous 
rumblings, like distant thunder. were heard. 
Clouds of fine white ashes were emitted from the 
once tranquil crater. These were wafted by 
breezes from the ocean to the city, where they 
coated lawns and houses with white, giving the 
city the appearance of a frosty morning in the 
late autumn of Europe. “Iceland: Iceland” cried 
the delighted children. Still no one was seriously 
alarmed. 

Wild an:mals. even snakes, fled from the vicin- 
itv of the mountain. Cattle showed signs of un- 
easiness ard dogs hung abou* their masters, plain- 
ly in fear. But the confidence of the people in 
“Old Pelee” remained unshaken. As the days 
went by and the rumblings grew louder and the 
showers of ashes thicker. the populace realized 
that an -ruption was pending and everyone turned 
out to see it.

fact that the United States 
Government has entered into part- 
nership with the lowest and most des- 
perate classes of thugs and outlaws 
and actually has had its paid agents 
to participate in safe-blowing esca- 
pades, which often have resulted in 
b'vodshed and murder, causes a shud- 
der. It is known, too, that most of 
the operations of these Government 
yeggmen have been confined to Mis- 
souri and adjacent states. 


A Vagabond Criminal. 

What is a yeggman?’? Such a per- 
sch is a vagabond criminal, Who looks 
like a tramp and who travels as a 
tramp. They are a degraded class 
of creatures who have a slang vo- 
cabulary all their own, which would 
be the vertest gibberish to the un- 
learned in that peculiar tongue. 

They roam about the couxtry in 
small parties, blowing safes, robbing 
and murdering. Their criminal en- 
terprises often are planned hundreds 
of miles‘ from where they are perpe- 
trated. They usually operate in small 
country towns, their favorite quarry 
being postoffices and small banks. 

Where did the Government obtain 
the yeggmen it has employed? From 
various sources. 

In the first place, the jails are full 
of them. These men are sometimes 
released from prison on condition 
that they enter the employ of the 
United States. Their duties then are 
to resume wandering about the coun- 
try to affiliate with other y n 
tu conspire to rob banks and post- 
offices and then to give advance in- 
formation of prospective crimes to 
Federal aut ties, postoffice inspec- 
tors or United States marshals. The 
authorities thereby are prepared to 
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aruabush the place to be robbed and 
capture the robbers at their work. 
The yeggman Government agent is 
quietly released after the robbers are 
captured. 

Sometimes these crooks were em- 
ployed by officials who sought them 
in the slums of cities. One notorious 
yeggmen’s resort in New York was 
a@ recruiting office for the Govern- 
ment, according to statements made 
by the Chief Postoffice Inspector. 

In other-instances yeggmen who de- 
stre to “reform” applied for Govern- 
ment employment as a means of re- 
deeming their past. Sometimes the 
Government employe was a dare- 
devil who took up that sort cf life 
from a sheer love of adventure.

They plot and conspire with them and 
secretly make known to postoffice 
inspectors the doings and plottings 
which take place round the yegg- 
men’s wayside fire or in the dusty 
darkness of empty boxcars, en route 
over the railroad.

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Meanwhile, the United States makes no move- 
ment to raise its water-line armor to where it 
should be. There is no defense for placing this 
armor under water. It is kept there simply be- 
cause it has been placed there in the past. The 
initial mistake might be understood, for the de- 
signing of a battleship is a most complex prob- 
lem; but the continuation of the policy seems 
more incredible than its beginning. 

The United States has five big battleships now 
building, not one of them, in spite of the con- 
tinual protest of our sea-going officers, with its 
main belt above the water line. Three of these 
are too far along toward completion to be changed. 
Two of them can be altered by the pressure of out- 
side public opinion. But that pressure must be 
exerted soon, or it will be too late. 

A battleship must fight at sea—in heavy weath- 
er. To do this, she must have her gunports and 
her turrets well out of water. If this were not 
the case the Monitor—long since discarded—would 
be the fighting ship of the world. Sut the lowest 
of out battleships today are scareely more than 
monitors. The three ships of the Indiana class 
have their bows but 11 feet above the water; the 
two ships of the Kearsarge class but 13. And in 
the very latest of our ships afloat~the Connecti- 
cut—the bows are only about eighteen feet above 
the water line. The bows of our latest armored 
cruisers are only 20 feet above. 

Now, all modern battleships in foreign navies 
have forward decks from about twenty-two to 
twenty-eight feet above the water; the armored 
cruisers have theirs from twenty-five to thirty- 
two feet high. And in the latest of the foreign 
ships, especially in the French and British navies, 
the high bow is universal. The Dreadnought’s 
forward decks are 28 feet high. Her forward tur- 
ret is set far back—about one hundred and ten 
feet from the bow—and in front of it a break- 
water is arranged to prevent the waves that come 
aboard from rolling back to this turret. 

The result of this difference in construction 
would be disastrously apparent in any naval war. 
Fighting at sea takes place with ships ‘under 
way and steaming “at hich speec. Our shivs. 
when moving into any considerable heavy sea, 
take in over their low bows solid water, which 
slaps up over their torward turre. What ‘his 
means can be understood fron: a recent experi- 
ence of one battleship in our navy.

On this point, 
again, the Navy itself refused to change its policy. 

The most important protection of a battleship, 
outside of the hull itself, is that given to its 
magazines. Never, since the use of powder upon 
fighting ships, has there been such danger to the 
magazines as exists in every battleship and ar- 
mored cruiser in the American fleet. It is a first 
principle, recognized even in the days of wooden 
frigates, that powder must not be passed directly 
up to the gun deck through a vertical shaft. 
Primitive common sense demands that there must 
be no passageway straight down from the fire 
of the guns on the’fighting deck to the magazine. 
The open turret of the United States battleship is 
the only violation of this principle in the practice 
of the worla. 


Open Turrets Dangerous. 


The open turret is a conical shaft leading 

straight down into the hull of the ship. At 
the top of this shaft, in the turret proper, the 
powder is loaded into the heavy guns; at its 
bottom is the handling room, where the powder 
is delivered from the magazine; around this 
handling room and opening directly into it, are 
the magazines. 
- The guns in the turret proper are fired with 
charges of smokeless powder, put up in big bags 
of cloth holding several hundred pounds. This 
is not the ordinary black powder which we all 
know. It is'a hard, round substance, of a com- 
position which looks not unlike celluloid; its 
grains, in the charges for the heaviest guns, are 
cylinders «bout the size of a spool of thread. 

These grains of powder, when unconfined, do 
not explode if they are set on fire, but are con- 
stimed like fizzine fivécrackers. Now, under pres- 
ent conditions at eth a certain number of ac- 
cidents in loading nd fi: ing guns can be counted 
on. When these occur, the hurning powder grains 
in the chatges fa'l straight down into the han- 
dling room. The charges in the handling room will 
be set on fire, and the whole turret will be filled 
at once with a poisonous, flaming gas that de- 
stroys life immediate:y. Three times already, by 
a miracle, Amertcan ships have been saved from 
the explosion of their magazines because of this 
kind of accident. 

A!) thie is in peace. In war there would bre, 
in most of our turrets, the possibility of a shell 
ente‘ing ‘hrough a port. This shell, bursting, 
would certainly: ignite the powder being loaded 
into the gun and set the handling room ablaze. 
In at least a dozen of our earlier battleships 
shclis would almosi ‘certainly enter the gun 
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ports, ~7ith an enemy who could shoot at all. The 
turret ports are so enormous in two ships, the 
Kearsarge and the Kentucky, that half a dozen 
12-inch shells could enter them at the same 
time. The openings above and below the guns in 
the turrets of these ships are 10 feet square. The 
service journal, the Navy, speaking of this de- 
fect, says that these ships are not fit for service 
in battle line against really modern vessels. “We 
cannot,” it says, “afford to sink their trained 
crews.” 

But the open turrets do not cause the only 
exposure of our: magazines. In ‘the 12 earliest 
battleships of the navy—a half of our battleships 
—theré is a Big unarmorec section in the after- 
end of the superstructure which protects the 
medium and smaller guns. This lies just in front 
of’ the after-turret—an unprotected area of about 
fifty square feet of half-inch plates. At certain 
angles a shell from an opposing fleet would pass 
through this soft spot like a bullet through a 
piece of soft paper. Inside the superstructure 
and behind thi# gap in the armor, four shafts 
pess down into the auxiliary magazines of the 
ship. 
Gun Ports Unprotected. 

When the Kearsarge’went across to England 
and Germany in 1903, her offi-ers and crew fitted 
wooden canvas screens, painted to resemble steel, 
inside of her gaping turret ports, in an attempt to 
keep this glaring fault from foreign observation. 
The officers and men of visiting navies at Hamp- 
ton Roads last summer viewed some of the more 
obvious defects with ill-conceaied surprise. But 
all this ‘ime there has been practically no change. 
The yawning gun ports still remain as originally 
designed; the gaps in the superstructures of the 
dozen ships are still unarmored; the open turrets 
—though fitted with ineffective shutters between 
theif turrets proper and their handling rooms— 
to all intents and purposes are unchanged. And 
yet, the first two faults could have been rem- 
edied at trivial expense, the last and greatest at 
a comparatively reasonable cost. 

In the six earliest battleships in our navy, the 
turret ports are not only double the size that 
they should be, but the broadside guns also stand 
glowering from unprotected or badly protected 
openings as wide as double doors. The medium 
guns of all foreign nations are isolated by pairs 
In none of our 
ships afloat, except cnly the five of the latest 
design, is this principle observed. In two ships, 
the Kearsarge and the Kentucky, there are 14 
guns in ore compartment, the five-inch armor 
of which would be easily piarced by a heavy shell. 
The explosion of a shell in this compartment 
would probably kill or disable every one of the 
140 men inside, and silence every gun. In the 
five ships of the late Georgia class, one of which 
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is not yet in commission, there are two and 
three guns and their crews in single, thinly 
armored compartments. 

The mechanism for furnishing ammunition to 
the crews of the medium guns can give them only 
from one-fifth to one-third the amount that they 
can fire. The turrets of the big guns are entirely 
unequipped with emergency gear for hoisting am- 
munition. Now, the regular hoisting gear for 
each gun depends upon a wire cable under a 
great strain, and every foreign battleship is fitted 
with emergency hoists for us. if this should 
break. The American turret crew must impro- 
vise a tackle for this purpose in case of acci- 
dent. This would be just about like rigging a 
hand derrick to lift a safe into a third-story win- 
dow. The shell alone for 12-inch guns weighs 
850 pounds, and that for the 13-inch over 1100 
pounds. Practically speaking, a battle might he 
well over before another shell was fired from 
the turret whose hoisting gear broke down, while 
the ordinary speed of firing the turret would be 
from once to twice a minute. 

It was a standing criticism of our navy until 
the past year ‘that it gave no practice to sea- 
going torpedo craft—that is to say, at night, 
under the conditions where, first of all, the tor- 
pedo destroyer becomes useful. This summer, 
in the evolutions of the Atlantic fleet, the tor- 
pedo destroyers—that is, the sea-going torpedo 
boats—were given their first real opportunity to 
work. Almost every time, when pjtted against 
our fleet, they reached the battleships; that is, 
they got into a position where they could destroy 
them. It was demonstrated at that time that 
we would need a cordon of 48 torpedo destroyers 
to defend our fleet from the destroyers of an 
enemy. 

England has 147 torpedo destroyers, and eight 
building; France has 53, and 12 building; and 
Japan has 52, and five building; while the United 
States has only 20 afloat. 

The medium guns have been so placed in the 
modern battleships that they are practically of no 
use in repelling a bow or stern end attack; and 
the smaller guns, three and six pounders, which 
were formerly relied. upon, are of Do use at all 
at the present range of torpedoes. Our newest 
vessels are full of these little guns; there are 
5670 of them on our dig ships. It is generally 
believed that if the Japanese flotilla of destroyers 
should attack our fleet upon its trip to San Fran- 
cisco, the fleet must be badly crippled, if not 
destroyed. 

Our battleships, up to the present time, have 
been practically unprovided with torpedoes and 
torpedo tubes. Of ali the 16 battieships bound 
for the Pacific, it dppears, at the time of writing, 
that not more than seven will be fitted with 
their torpedo tubes when they start. Up to with- 
in a short time, it was questionable whether there 
would be any torpedoes fully up to the Depart- 
ment’s specifications to supply the four newer 
ships, which alone are equipped to use the latest 
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model of torpedo. There are 58 of these new 
torpedoes now ready, but, a3 they are not yet up 
to the tests required they have to be shipped 
later by rail. A full supply for the 16 battleships 
will be 256 torpedoes, 16 to every ship. This 
equipment is a matter o” extreme importance in 
bettle. While any battleship, no matter how 
desperately wounded, preserves her ability to 
fire torpedoes, shé keeps her enemy at a respect- 
ful distance. But with two-thirds of the ships 
of the American fleet entirely unprovided with 
torpedoes, the silencing of their guns would mean 
that they could be closed in upon and dispatched. 

These are all faults of material equipment— 
some of the major faults. The second—or per- 
haps more properly.the first—great factor in the 
operation of the navy is its personnel. The men 
and officers in our navy are aot surpassed, nor 
equaled, I believe, in any na.y in the world, in 
intelligence or bravery, or, generally speaking, in 
enthusiasm. The enthusiasm among the younger 
officers is extraordinary. But no discussion of 
our navy can be complete w‘thout an understand- 
ing of the age and the preparation of the chief 
officers of our fleet, and, first of all, of our ad- 
mirals. 

Fighting is the work of men in their prime. No 
one who has not seen ‘t can realize the physical 
and nervous strain which comes upon the one 
man made responsible for the operation of a fleet 
in battle. The fate of a nation literally hangs 
upon him. He must watch continually for days 
before an action. I myself saw Admiral Sampson, 
a bent figure upon the bridge of the New York, 
grow older and more bent every hour during the 
Spanish War. That strain, no doubt, helped to 
hurry on his death. 

The story told in that gossip center of the naval 
world, the Far East, of Admiral Togo’s resistance 
to the oréers from the Japanese admiralty and 
the suggestions from the Mikado himself to 
change the positicn of his fleet, I am confident 
is true. “We will stay where we are 24 hours,” 
he said. “If the Kussi.n fleet has not arrived 
then, I will commit suicide.” Just before the 
24 hours expired, the wireless brought news of 
the Russians’ approach. Such strains as these 
are not for old men; or, at least, not for old men 
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uuiess Cnosen by a rigid process of ei{mination. 

In the report of the Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation for 1906, an estimate was made of 
the ages of the higher officers in our service. 
Cur admirals averaged 61 years, the-captains of 
our fleet, the active commanders ‘of our battle- 
ships and cruisers, averaged over 58; en@ it was 
shown that the average age of our higher officers, 
instead of diminishing, was, on the contrary, in- 
creasing. 

But added to that is the fact that nearly all 
of these men have virtually no training for their 
particular duties as commanders of great and 
modern fighting ships. The age of retirement 
is 62; our officers can scarcely reach the higher 
positions before they are retired. Of ihe 22 cap- 
tains who commanded the battleships and ar- 
mored cruisers in 1906, but five had ever had any 
previous experience in responsible position of sec- 
ondary command upon a battleship or armored 
cruiser. 


System of Promotion ‘‘Archaic.’’ 


This eondition in regard to age comes from a 
system of promotion which exists only In the 
Navy of the United States. Once out of the Naval 
Academy, the column of officers forms and passes 
on in Indian file, changed practically not at all 
but by death or retirement. The other navies of 
the world have a process of selection for all 
officers above the rank of lieutenant. Those 
lower officers who are not selected for promotion 
are retired at a certain age And this has giyen 
foreign countries picked men of lower ages for 
their important stations. It can be said, without 
the slightest criticism of the men now in the 
command of our navy, that our system must be 
changed to allow the selection of our higher offi- 
cers. It will not only give us younger men, se- 
lected for their work, at the head of our battle 
fleet; it will awaken throughout the service a 
healthful stimulus of ambition which does not 
now exist. 

President Roosevelt has been tryfng for thrae 
years, without results, to change this system 
of promotion. He summed the whole case up 
‘most excellently in a special message on the sub- 
ject on Dec. 17, 1906. In this he.said: “Under 
the present archaic system of promotion. without 
paralle] in the navy of any other first-class pow- 
er, Captains are commissioned at the average age 
of 56, and rear admirals at the average age of 60.

For an instant the man Lenoir stood silent 
before Harrigan. Then h2 spoke. 

“Yes, sare,’ ‘he said. ‘“! saw eet all.” 

And the next moment, white-faced and great- 
ly agitated, Jules Lenoir was telling his story 
to the assembled group. 

He had been afraid at first to say that he 
had seen Paul Estabrook stab Zephaline St. 
Auremond to death, being a foreigner and ig- 
norant of what trouble might come upon him 
in consequence, he explained. But he had 
seen the murder—O, yes! Estabrook had sud- 
denly rushed upon the woman and driven the 
knife into her bosom, thrusting it out at her 
with the momentum of his swift movement 
across the room. 

Dead silence followed Lenoir’s statement. It 
was broken by Estabrook himself. 

“Good God!” he said. “And I am innocent!” 

In a flash he turned upon Harrigan. ‘This is 
your work!” Le cried. “You damned detectives 
step at nothing to make a case against a man— 
you’ve got to convict somebody to hold your 
own jobs!”’ 

But Harrigan made no reply—and Paul Esta- 
brook was taken into custody, charged with 
the murder of Zephaline St. Auremond. 

The case created intense local excitement 
owing to Estabrook’s wealth and family con- 
nections. There was no more work for the 
detectives to do in the premises—the evidence 
against Estabrook was as complete as anything 
on earth but his own confession of guilt could 
make it. The testimony at the Coroner’s in- 
quest resulted in a verdict holding him for the 
muider and the date of his trial was set upon 
the Criminal Court docket. 

Still Estabrook persisted in declaring his in- 
nocence—and the fact that he engaged Gov. 
Charles P. Johnson, Missouri’s most famous 
criminal lawyer, for his defense, proved that 
he was resolved upon making the strongest pos- 
sible fight for his life. The witnesses against 
him had been held by the police until they 
testified before the Coroner. Harrigan, as a 
matter of course, was present at the inquest and 
also found it recessary to pay several visits to 
the theater which was the scene of the tragedy, 
these being incidental features of what was 
plainly a perfunctory search for possible addi- 
tional incriminating evidence. 

Two days before that.set for the opening of 
the Estabrook trial Harrigan called on Gov. 
Johnson, the prisoner’s counsel. Half an hour 
later, in company with the lawyer, he was clos- 
eted with the Prosecuting Attorney of St. Louis 
in that official's private office at the Four 
Courts. Certain other officials were seen short- 
ly thereafter. 

And that night, after the performance at the 
Theater Comique, there was a curious gather- 
ing in the dressing room where Zephaline St. 
Auremond had met her death. 

It comprised Paul Estabrook, accused of the 
girl’s murder, under a Jail guard; Gov. Johnson 
his counsel; Trixie Devereaux, Mabel Gray and 
Jules Lenoir, all connected with the theater, 
principal witnesses for the State; the Prose- 
cuting Attorney of St. Louis, Chief of Police 
McDonough and Harrigan himself. The ar- 
rangement of the dead girl’s room, the back 
stage lighting—every incidental feature, in fact, 
had plainly been made the same as on the night 
of Zephaline St. Auremond’s death. 

The Prosecu.ing Attorney explained in a mat- 
ter-of-fact way the reason of the gathering. The 
State and the defense, he said, had agreed that, 
because of the necessity for clearly emphasiz- 
ing a certain important point. t would come 
up in the trial of the case, the scene of the 
actual murder, including the commission -of 
the crime itself, would then and there be re-

produced before those present. It was an 
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unusual proceeding, but counsel on both sides 
conceded that it was justified and Detective 
Harrigan would direct the exposition of the 
point sought to be made plain. 

Then, to the surprise of nearly every member 
of the little group, Harrigan wheeled into the 
St. Auremond dressing room from the one ad- 
joining it a lay figure such as dressmakers use 
in draping women’s garments. The figure was 
fully clothed and Harrigan turned to Paul Es- 
tabrook as he stationed it, upright, in the room. 

“Mr. Estabrook,” he said, “I will ask you to 
place this figure in identically the same spot

of the tragedy and walked across the room to 
get your hat and stick.” 

Estabrook, reluctant, and pale with agitation 
at prospect ‘of the ordeal which he saw ahead 
of him, complied with Harrigan’s request. 

“This is the very spot where she stood,” he 
said in a low tone when he had moved the dum- 
my figure. He wiped the sweat from his brow 
as he spoke. 

“Now, Mr. Estabrook,” continued Harrigan, “|! 
want you to repeat the exact words you used 
to Zephaline St. Auremond when you threat- 
ened to kill her. Miss Devereaux here will 
repeat precisely the words spoken by Zephaline 
St. Auremond in answering your threat—and 
then I want you to turn away from this figure 
and cross the room to get your hat and stic« 
just as you say you did that night. 

E'stabrook’s eyes flashed angrily at Harrigan. 

“What fool’s play is this?” he asked. “Haven’; 
I been made to suffer enough already, withou 
lending myself to such mummerv? No, I wii! 
not do this thing!”’ 

Gov. Johnson lifted a hand to the speaker 
His countenance was singularly earnest. 

“IT beg of you to do as Harrigan asks, Esta- 
brook,” he spoke. 

The accused man bowed his head. 

Then, taking a position fronting the lay fig- 
ure, and -but a few feet distant, he stood silent, 
a great horror settling upon his face. At last, 
in an awed voice: 

“As sure as you try to leave without me,” he 
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cried, “I shall kili you! I'll kill you now, if 
you don’t confess and promise to be true to 
me!” 

A moment of silence followed these words. 

And then Trixie Deveraux, trembling, spoke— 
in the words of the dead Zephaline St. Aure- 
mond: 

“*Paul,” she said, “I will tel] you all—but not 
here—not here! Come home with me, and I 
swear you shall know the truth!” 

As these words were spoken Paul Estabrook 
turned his back on the lifeless wooden figure 
and crossed the rooin—precisely as he had testi- 
fied to doing on the night of Zephaline St. Aure- 
mond’s death. 

“Now!” cried Harrigan loudly, throwing up 
his right hand in a swift signal. 

The word was hardly gone from his lips when 
a sudden lightning flask cut the air—a descend- 
ing gleam of brightness as if some amazing 
electric bolt had been loosed at Harrigan’s com- 
mand and sped downward through space into 
the dressing room of the dead Zephaline St. 
Auremor.d—there was the quick, faintly ring- 
ing impact of thin, vibrant steel against resist- 
ing wood, and—— 

Driven to the hilt in the flimsy framework 
bust of the dummy figure, piercing the left 
breast downward to where the heart in a hu- 
man body would have been, a knife showed be- 
fore the wondering eyes of the onlooking group, 
its blade invisible, its handle pulsating to and 
fro, standing out horribly from the bosom of 
its inanimate target. 

And Jules Lenoir, the cripple-made dwarf of 
the Theater Comique, with a swiftness almost 
incredible, sprang out on his distorted legs 
from the witnessing group, raised a knife, point- 
held, above his right shoulder, and hurled it 
whizzing at Harrigan’s heart. 

“You devil!” he howled. “Eet ees zat you 
saw me kill Zephaline—you saw me—all ze time 
you have known ze trut'—you saw me do eet!” 


Harrigan, watchful, threw himself prone to 
the floer as he saw the knife about to leave 
Lenoir’s hands—the weapon flashed past above 
him and buried itself in the partition behind— 
and the next moment the detective had grap- 
pled with its thrower. 

An instant*later he stood calmly with Jules 
Lenoir, a handcuffed prisoner, beside him, the 
lips of the crippled dwarf drawn wide in a grin 
of baffled fury, showing blackened and breken 
teeth. 

Again Harrigan lifted a signaling hand. 

And fi: _m the scaffolded spot high up in the 
flies to which Lenoir himself had directed Har- 
rigan’s eyes on the night of the murder of 
Zephaline St. Auremond, descended a young 
man, dark, keen-eyed, alert and powerful of 
frame, joining the group in the dressing room 
of the dead danseuse. 

“This,” said Harrigan, “is my very good 
friend, Gaspard le Fortier, professional juggler 
and trick knife thrower—pupil of Jules Lenoir 
and his assistant when Lenoir himself was in 
the business and Zephaline St. A@remond be- 
longed to the same strolling company and made 
Lenoir believe that she loved him and was a 
devoted member of ‘Egalite’—a secret order of 
murder-pledged French anarchists to which he 


also belonged!” 
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“The knife with which Zephaline St. Aure- 
mond was killed,” Harrigan pointed out later, 
“first made me doubt that Paul Estabrook was 
her murderer. 

“It was a remarkable weapon—!I had never 
seen its like before—the blade many times 
heavier than the hilt, and it had no guard. It 
resembled a sailor’s sheath knife, except that it 
was straight-bladed and longer.

“Tf he was in the flies above the Theater 
Comique stage during the noisy quarrel be- 
tween Zephaline St. Auremond and Paul Esta- 
brook, as he asserts, he must have looked ob- 
liquely down into the girl’s dressing room and 
been a witness to the manner of her death. The 
partitions of that room were not seven feet 
high, and the open space above left the room’s 
interior plain to the view of one in such a po- 
sition as Lenoir claimed to have occupied. 

“If he lied when te said he was there in the 
flies, then the lie itself placed him under dead- 
ly suspicion—there might bé some way in which 
he could have stabbed Zephaline St. Auremond 
and escaped without being seen by Estabrook or 
those outside. 

“Lenoir himself next set the trap in which he 
was finally caught. 

“When, hesHant at my question, and then, for 
the first time, realizing that he could convict 
Estabrook beyond all saving by swearing that, 
from his position in the flies, he saw Estabrook 
commit the murder, Jules Lenoir permitted his 
— perceived opportunity to carry him too 

ar. 

“He described the manner in which Estabrook 
rushed at the girl across the room, with the 
knife extended, .its blade piercing Zephaline 8t. 
ere breast with the momentum of his 
rusn. 

“A wound thus inflicted would have shown 
the knife standing out stra‘ght from the vic- 
tim's breast. The hilt of the knife that killed 
Zephaline St. Auremond stood upward from her 


clew to a 


body at an angi. of more than 45 w- 
ing beyond all doubting that ony neyo a 
downward blow. 

“I became convinced that Lenoir himself was 
the murderer. 

“But how? 

“This question was answered by my investi- 
gation of Jules Lenoir’s past. Almost the first 
fact I learned was that he had been a famous 
French juggler and trick knife thrower. 

“The knife that killed Zephaline St. Aure- 
mond had been hurled at her from the files 
obliquely above her dressing room—the files 
where Jules Lenoir was watching her and Paul 
Estabrook! 

“But what was the motive of the murder— 
and what was it that Zephaline St. Auremond 
was afraid to tell Estabrook? 

“It was imperative that I should learn this. 

“My inquiry into Jules Lenoir’s past had also 
brought to light that he had been succeeded 
on the stage by one Gaspard le Fortier, who 
had been his assistant. It was easy to locate 


Le Fortier—he was still performing in this 


country, and his route was published in the 
leading theatrical papers. ; 

“T needed Le Fortier here—his presence was 
vitally necessary to justice. I was authorized 
to indemnify him for the loss caused by his 
cancellation of one week’s engagement in an- 
other city, and to bring him to St. Louls at 
once. 

“He came—and his story made the case 
against Lenoir complete. He was willing to 
talk, because Lenoir had mistreated and swif- 
died him in the days of their association to- 
gether. He told me that Zephaline St. Aure- 
mond had belonged to the same strolling com~ 
pany with himself and Jules Lenoir, that. she 
was then Lenoir’s mistress—this was* before 
Lenoir had been crippled by the accidentand 
that both Lenoir and the girl were members 
of ‘Egalite,” an order of French anarchists. 

“When Lenoir was lamed and his lower limbs 
distorted by an accident to one of the’ com- 
pany'’s traveling vans he became a stage meé- 
chanic, his great strength of arms making tt 
possible for him to climb and do heavy musct- 
lar work—and he always contrived to follow 
the girl, Zephaline St. Auremond, in the better 
engagements to which her increasing reputa- 
tion led. He was insanely jealous of her—al- 
ways watching her and himself living on the 
crumbs of her love. 

“All the evidence goes to prove that, percely- 
ing the girl to be desperately infatuated with 
Paul Estabrook, Lenoir threatened not only 
her own life, but that of her lover—and that he 
especially frightened her by making her believe 
that he would: direct the murderous notice of 
‘Egalite’ to the wealthy Estabrook who was 
winning the girl from her allegiance to that 
deadly secret society. Plainly it wag this thing 
that Zephaline St. Auremond was afraid to tell 
Sstabrook—but love conquered at the last and 
she resolved to reveal to him her full story. 

“Jules Lenoir, watching the two from the 
flies above the girl’s dressing room, heard her 
promise to this effect—and that instant he 
hurled at her the knife that pierced her heart. 

“Gaspard le Fortier declared to me that this 
was an easy feat—he even offered to duplicate 
it, using an inanimate target, to prove the truth 
of his assertion. 

“It seemed to me that it might be worth while 
to have witnesses of this proof of the possibil- 
ity of Zephaline St. Auremond having been 
killed by a knife thrown at her from the flies-— 
and particularly desirable that Jules Lenoir 
should witness the performance, not knowing 
what was coming. : 

“What followed is now a matter of your own 
knowledge.”
